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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Any device which provides breathing gas to a 
patient for the purpose of being inhaled qualifies as "an inhalation device". The claims do not require that the patient breathes normally 
and needs no further breathing assistance. Brooker discloses the entire method as claimed with the exception of the adjusting of a 
respiratory flow or tidal volume of the inhalation device. To monitor and adjust the flow or tidal volume delivered is taught by Gilmore; 
maybe not for adjusting an aerosol dosage on the basis of patient or aerosol parameters. But Brooker already has the dosage being 
adjusted based on these parameters. Gilmore has a controller which receives patient protocols or parameters and causes flow and 
volume changes to an inhalation device to provide a patient specific ventilation regimen related to the protocol. To have provided Brooker 
with a control means for changing the volume or flow of the inhalation device to allow proper dosing to be easily adjusted to the patients 
parameters would therefore have been obvious.The examiner is not modifying the dosing system of Brooker to include the ventilator of 
Gilmore, only the control means of Gilmore is being added to the dosing system of Brooker, et al... 
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
